to pressure from environmen- 
tal extremists, would not agree 
to terms which would allow 
farmers to survive. 

Many of you will recall the 
hearings in Clewiston and 
elsewhere last December con- 
ducted by the Army Corps of 
Engineers. They presented a 

«Plan they are considering 
which at the minimum would 
floód 35 percent of all the 
farms in the Glades, create 
mile-wide flow. ways, and 

„ destroy four towns. 


We asked the Federal nego- 
tiators to assure us that this 
would not become the policy of 
the federal government. They 
answered that they would not 
interfere with their "scientists" 
and refused to give us any 
assurances. 

Shortly after the Legislature 
convened in February, Dan 
Thompson, the chief legal 
counsel for the Florida Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protec- 
tion, presented to the Senate 
Natural Resources Committee 
the draft of a bill he wants 
passed which would impose an 
Everglades cleanup program 
on farmers. 

The draft bill contained 
many punitive measures 
against farmers. Perhaps 
worst of all, the bill would 
deny farmers their civil rights. 
But the situation could get 
worse and it did. : 

About a week after the Dan 
Thompson bill was aired, 
another proposed bill was 
being talked about in Tallahas- 
see. Sen. Curt Kiser of St. 
Petersburg, a long time friend 
of Orlando developer George 
Barley, submitted legislation to 
tax sugar farmers in Florida 
out of business. 

This bill mirrors George Bar- 
ley's petition drive to amend 
the Florida Constitution in 
November to impose a tax on 
sugar farmers. 

Sen. Kiser's bill (and the 
Barley Petition drive) calls for 
a $75 an acre tax which would 
cause sugar farmers to pay 
$37.5 million a year, Under 
Sen. Kiser's bill, farmers would 
be required to pay the entire 
cost, of fixing the South Florida 
eco-system no matter who was 
responsible for problems. 

The same team of farmer 
representatives who spent 
most of the last year in negoti- 
ations, is spending almost full 


*time now in Tallahassee to try 


to prevent the passage of this 
kind of legislation. 

We believe there is a chance 
that with the proper education, 
members of the Florida Legis- 


onfe Ave., Cle 


lature will not follow extrem- 
ists in the Department of Envi- 
ronmental Protection and in 
environmental organizations. 
Any legislation that finally 
emerges on the Everglades will 
be written by the Senate Natu- 
ral Resources Committee, 
headed by Sen: Rick Dantzler 
of Winter Haven. 


We hope it will be faithful to ` 


the Statement of Principles 
announced last summer and in 
accordance with the Mediated 
Technical Plan to which the 
majority of the parties to the 
negotiations agreed. 

Under the agreement, farm- 
ers would have paid up to $322 
million over a 20-year period to 
help build a system of 
Stormwater Treatment Areas, 

It would initiate a broad sys- 
tem of eco-system improve- 
ments worked out by a panel of 
farmers and representatives of 
the state and federal govern- 
ments and environmental 
organizations as part of the 
overall negotiations. y, 

We believe the Statement of 
Principles and the Technical 
Plan still is the fairest and 
most reasonable way to solve 
this problem. 

We will be working in Talla- 
hassee over the next few week 
to try to convince the Governor 
and legislators to be fair to 
farmers in trying to fix Ever- 
glades problems.

Bobcats have preyed on 12 
of 19 whooping cranes 
released into the wild at the 
Three Lakes Wildlife 
Management Area in 1993. 
Researchers released six 
more whoopers recently as 
part of the whooper. reintro- 
duction study, and they 
expect this release will help 
them gain a better under- 
standing of bobcats and how 


in 


to reduce their impact on , 


reintroduced whoopers. 
Wildlife biologist Steve 
Nesbitt, who heads the 
whooping crane reintroduc- 
tion project, said scientists 
expected fairly high whooper 
mortality from predators 
early on, but they also antici- 
pated that the subsequent 
arrivals would fare better 
than the early-arrivals did. 
Mr. Nesbitt said the older 
birds seem to be imparting 
knowledge about danger to 
the. younger birds. The 
youngsters are learning to 
avoid bobcats. Scientists 
have'been helping out too by 
capturing bobcats in the 
vicinity and releasing them 
in other areas when possible. 
Currently, five whoopers 
that were released early last 
year and two that were 
released in December are 
roaming freely over the area. 
The six additional birds 
released recently have been 
held in s pen. with brials 
(restraints) attached to one 
of their wings. The new 
arrivals comprise.four máles 
and two females, all from 
Patuxent Wildlife Research 
Center in Maryland.

Wildlife Restoration Act, or 
*Pittman Robertson" (P-R) 
as it is commonly called, 
utilizes the "user pay" con- 
cept for wildlife restoration 
by employing an 11 percent 
excise tax on the equipment 
purchased by hunters. 

"The cat was created in 
1937 and was supported by 
hunters, sporting arms 
manufacturers, and fish and 
wildlife agencies to promote 
wildlife conservation and 
hunter safety," said Tom 
Wright, Florida Game and 
Fresh Water Fish 
Commission's wildlife 
restoration coordinator. 

Since the onset of P-R, 
$2.2 billion has been set 


aside for habitat manage- 
ment, wildlife research and 
other conservation projects. 
Florida's share has been 
approximately $43 million 
of that amount which is 
determined by its land 
acreage and number of 


hunters in relation to other ' 


states. 
"This year we expect to 


.receive approximately $3.3 


million. Seventy percent of 
the funds will be used for 
wildlife management area 
development and mainte- 
nance and wildlife research 
projects. The remaining 30 
percent will help finance 
our hunter education pro- 
gram," Mr. Wright said.
